Peach Crop Better 


Than Anticipated 


May 1 Report Indicates 


Condition About 17 Per 


Cent of Normal 


The Arkansas peach crop, first re- 


ported as a 90 per cent loss ns a result 
of a late free/e ,will be about 17 per 
cent of normal, C. S. Bouton, federal- 
state crop statistician, reported this 
week. In southwest Arkansas, the 
crop is climated at 300 cars, or about 
one-tenth of the normal crop. 


"A peculiar condition," the May 1 


report says, "is that some orchards 
that did not bear last 'year have good 
crops this year, indicating that the 
vitality of the trees was affected by 
the heavy crop of a year ago." 


The total crop expected' for tho sta'.c 


is 465,000 bushels, as compared with 
3,600,000 for last year's record yield. 


Field crops generally are about four 


points below the 10-year average be- 
cause of the cool weather of April. 


The summary follows, aa to various 


crops: 


Corn—Average date of planting in 


.this state this year was April 14, as 
compared to April 9 last year and 
April 7 in 1930. 


Winter wheat—Winter wheat at 79

with quotations about l-16c lower 
than those of May 6th.' Demand for 
spot cotton continued Very moderate 
with spot transactions in small volume. 


Manufacturers of cotton goods con- 


tinue indifferent about entering the 
raw cotton market and such commit- 
ments that are, now being made cover 
mostly small lots of cotton for imme- 
diate needs with forward business 
very scattered. 


According to the. Weather Bureau 


during the past week in the western 
belt planting cotton made mostly good 
to excellent progress, with the crop 
largely .seeded as far north as central 
Arkansas. In Texas cotton made fair 
to good advance with some up to fair 
stands in the northern part of the 
state. 


In the southeastern belt conditions 


were somewhat less favorable because 
of continued dryness with germination 
slow and irregular. Howcre, during 
the latter part of the week rains fell 
in certain areas in the southeast. 


According to the New York Cotton 


Exchange Service with the fertilizer 
tag sales figures for April in hand it 
becomes evident that the total sales 
this season will be about 40 per cent 
below last season and 58 per cent be- 
low two seasons ago when they were 
practically the largest on record. Ac- 
cording to the same source ,if sales 
during the rest of the season arc in 
line with those to April 30th the sea- 
sons total will be about two million 
tons compared with 3,300,000 tons last 
season and' 4,600,000 two seasons ago. 


Average price of middling 7-8 inch 


as compiled from the quotations of 
the ten designated markets May 13th 
was 5.34c compared with 5.58c May 
6th and 8.80c a year ago on the cor- 
/esopnding day. 


Exports to May 13th this season

Hay—A year ago our correspondents

This year the reserves are 
probably the largest we have had, 
and amount to 58 per cent of the crop 
and a tonnage of 217,000. Tame hay 
condition at 75 per cent is eight points 
below the 10-year average. 


Irish potatoes—Irish potatoes have a 


good prospect with a condition of 74 
as compared to a five-year average of 
73 on May 1. They were less injured 
by the March 7 freeze than was at 
first thought . 


Farm labor—Supply is put at 11 per 


cent above normal and demand at 59 
per cent, which is the same figure as 
a year ago. The supply a year ago was 
reported at 105 per cent, the indica- 
tion therefore, being there is more 
unemployment than a year ago from 
the farm standpoint.

A similar situation exists with ref- 


erence to the lieutenant-governor's 
race. It is generally believed in Ark- 
ansas, at least ,that the Democratic 
national ticket stands a good chance 
of success this fall. Such result of 
the November election would probab- 
ly mean that United States Senator 
Joe T. Robinson would be given a 
cabinet position or other appointment 
which would create a vacancy in the 
Arkansas delegation to the senate. It 
is not hard to understand how friends 
of the various candidates for lieuten- 
ant-governor, who, no doubt, have 
realized the possibilities herein men- 
tioned, would be interested in elect- 
ing as governor the man who most 
likely would go to the United States 
Senate in case a vacancy should occur 
hoping that by so doing they would be 
paving the way for their candidate 
Eor lieutenant-governor to serve al- 
most two years in the governor's of- 
fice. 


This summing up of the situation 


is not based on developments and does 
not mean to insinuate that any can- 
didate has moved along the lines sug- 
gested. It is simply a statement of 
possibilities as seen by tudents of 
state politics. There is no suggestion 
that any candidate for office even 
would think of unfair or unethical 
tactics for none would be necessary 
in order for things to work out as 
portrayed. It would simply be a case 
of where certain candidates had a 
chance to profit from selfish desires 
of friends of candidates for other of- 
fice.

LIQUIDATING THE STOCK OF 


From the-present price outlook far- 


mers wh odepend upon cotton as their 
cash crop will have a very small in- 
coVne this fall, and so it will be abso- 
lutely necessary that all cotton grow- 
ers undertake to produce a full as- 
sortment of food and feed crops to 
carry themselves and their livestock 
through the winter and until another 
crop season. Since the price of cot- 
ton reached its high point it has gone 
down consistently until it. is now 
worth eight dollars per bale less than 
the highest price at which it sold 
the past season. In addition to this, 
the farmers must take into considera- 
tion that there is now on hand of 
American cotton 
approximately 12 


million bales, which is almost or quite 
a full year's crop; Hence there can 
be no hope.for a higher price. Aside 
from cotton and rice there are few 
cash crops that Arkansas farmers can 
hope to market, except the truck and 
fruit crops. Arkansas is not in the 
grain section. We have no elevatorsj 
no favorable freight rates, and no cash 
markets for grain crops, except rice. 
Even in the grain belt, where wheat, 
corn, oats, barley, rye, etc., is grown 
for the market, the farmers try to 
market as much as possible of the 
feed crops by feeding to livestock on 
the farm, and marketing on the live- 
stock market, or by using their grain 
products in feeding dairy cattle and 
poultry. These are things for the far- 
mers of Arkansas to hink about. If 
they do not have the livestock to fat- 
ten for the market, they can use their 
feed to maintain brood stock and the 
young stock, thus increasing their sup- 
ply of good livestock and accumulat- 
ing livestock assets for the future 
The dairying industry can be ex- 
panded', the number of milk cows be 
increased, and the. milk and 'cream 
may be sold as produced, so as to 
b«ng in some money every week or 
two. The poultry industry can also 
be expanded. .It is true that the prices 
of milk, cream, eggs and chickens are' 
low, but the cost of fed is cheap in 
proportion, so that these things may 
be profitable nevertheless. 


In the scheme of things necessary in 


farm life at present, is the home gar- 
den, and the truck patch. These should 
not be overlooked nor neglected. Ev- 
ery far mhome should be a small 
home cannery, where ample supplies 
of all vegetables and fruits for home 
consumption are produced and can- 
ned. As soon as the spring gardens 
become exhausted of early vegetables 
thye should be re-planted in other 
vegetables that will provide the table 
and a surplus for canning to carry the 
family through the winter and until 
another crop comes on. Every acre 
of corn.should have either com peas 
r soy beans planted in the between 


the rows. The cow peas may be gath"- 
ered for food and also used for stock 
feed: The soy beans will make fine 
feed for hogs and cattle. The peas 
and beans will help to enrich the soil 
or the future. Pea patches should be 
.bundant. There are numerous good 
varieties, and an assortment of peas 
will supply a variety for table use. 
The sorghum patch should' have its 
>lace on every farm, and all of the 
sorghum needed for home use should 
>e produced. Good sorghum can al- 
ways be sold at some price to neigh- 
bors or townsfolk. Sorghum has been

This is largely due to 
farmers trying to force the market 
where there was a surplus, instead of 
holding the price up and looking for 
a belter market. Home-grown sor- 
ghum has been selling on the Little 
Rock market at 50 cents a gallon in 
local stores. Just as 
much 
would 


have been sold at 75 cents if the farm- 
ers had not tried to force the market 
by offering at lower prices. This im- 
presses the fact that farmers as a 
whole are poor tradesmen. They do 
not bring their produce ot town with 
a price, but come to town to learn the 
price. If all the farmers would offer 
sorghum at 50 cents a gallon and not 
force the market the dealers would 


buy as much, sell it, at a profit, and 
the trade would use as much as at a 
lower price. Remember these things 
in marketing. Farmers can become 
tradesmen if they try.
